“The Blackout Beat Us,” Says 
Owner of Sanger Shows; Sale 
in London Sept. 15. 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP).—One of 
the world’s oldest circuses is going 
on the auction block Sept. 15 be- 
cause the big top apparently is one 
of the things a country at war can 
do without. 

James Sanger, descendant of the 
man who founded Sanger’s circus 
in 1821, said he had continued 
shows despite the war until re- 
cently. Labor and gasoline short- 
age and lack of food contributed to 
the woes of the circus. 

“I’m afraid it’s all over,” he said. 
“The blackout beat us.” 


Fish Names Being Standardized So 


Fishermen Can Tell Which Got Away 


Of a number of factors contrib- 
uting to the unreliability of fish 
stories, one at least will be #limi- 
nated, when a committee of the 


American Fisheries Society, in con- 
vention at Hotel Statler, completes 
its current project to standardize 
common fish names, which now 
vary widely in different sections. 

Walter H. Chute, director of the 
Shedd Aquarium, Chicago, who has 
directed the work of the fish-nam- 
ing committee for three years, de- 
scribed today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the extent of the problem 
and progress of the committee in 
solving it. “A standard list of 
common names is essential,” he 
said, “if fishermen are to talk the 
same language. 

“At present, a fisherman from 
the deep South talks of catching 
green trout, for example. Now, in 
these regions there are no true 
trout. What is really meant is a 
large-mouth black bass, but an 
angler from Wisconsin, wouldn't 
have the slightest idea what the 
Southerner was talking about. 

“Or take what you call bullheads. 


In Massachusetts, where I come 


a 


from, we call the same fish horn- 
pouts. Further south, they’re 
known as catfish.” 

A list of 600 common fish names, 
Chute said, was submitted to 26 
experts in all sections. On the 
basis of their suggestions, the list 
was revised and resubmitted. The 
committee is now working on its 


third revised list, which will soon } 


be sent to the experts. It is hoped 
this will be the final revision and. 
that the approved list of names, 
together with an index of popular 
sectional variants, will be 
lished next year. 

“We have already unanimous 
agreement on 70 per cent of the 
names,” Chute said. “Another 20 
per cent have a two-thirds ap- 
proval. The remaining 10 per cent, 


however, are still in the contro- 


versial stage. 

“A number of these are names 
of fish in Pacific Coast waters. In 
California, a State that believes it 
pays to advertise, these are called 
California sardine,*® ‘California bar- 
racuda,’ etc. Fishermen in other 
Pacific states prefer names for the 
fish that don't mention Califor- 
nia.”

The company, controlled by the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
has proposed that it sell the whole 
business to the Navy. 

Bowen said he hoped to reach 
decisions today on whether to 
continue a plant expansion pro- 
gram now under way and when to 
launch the VU. 8S. 8. Atlanta. The 
cruiser was originally scheduled 
for launching Aug. 9. 

Two cruisers, six destroyers, two 
C-2 cargo ships and three tankers 
are now On ‘the ways, Bowen said. 
The yard holds contracts fof $493,- 
030,000 in defense shipping and em- 
ploys more than 17,000 men.

Russians Fighting Against 
Infantry and Panzer At- 


tacks After Falling Back 
From Novgorod, in Out- 


er Defense System. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 26 (AP).—Red 
army machine gunners were re 
ported today to be mowing down 
waves of German infantry, motor- 
cyclists and panzer crews trying 
to close in on Leningrad for the 
kill, after smashing through for- 
tified Novgorod, in Leningrad’s 
outer defense system. 

Battles continued along the en- 
tire front, the midday Soviet com- 
munique said, but it named no spe- 
cific areas. 

Red Star, Soviet army publica- 
tion, cited the work of machine 
“gunners of an infantry regiment in 
Marshal Klementi -Voroshilov’s 
northwest forces defending Lenin- 
grad, the second city and one- 
time capital of Russia. 


Odessa Battle Continues. 


Defenders of besieged Odessa, at 
the opposite end of the front, were 
declared to be levying a severe con- 
tinuing toll on attacking Rumanian 
forces. Red Star reported the Ru- 
manian First Guards Division 
routed following the defeat last 
week of the Rumanian Third, 
Fifth, Seventh and Fifteenth in- 
fantry divisions. 

Elsewhere in the Ukraine, the 
army organ said, the German 
Ninth Tank Division lost half its 
men and material in a single great 
battle and the German Sixteenth 
Tank Division pst 400 motor cars 
and trucks in one encounter. 

Red Star asserted the Germans 
attacked heavily in the Staraya 
Russa zone on Lake Ilmen, 150 
miles south of Leningrad, but the 
Russians dug in under bombing 
and artillery preparation and re- 
pulsed German infantrymen in 
subsequent wave attacks against 
barbed wire defenses. 


Tanks Reported Beaten Off. 


Tanks which were sent in an 
effort to destroy Soviet machine- 
gun nests were also reported re- 
pulsed as were motorcyclists who 
attempted to converge along roads 
and forest paths to surround the 
gunners. 

The capture of Novgorod placed 
the Germans within 35 miles of the 
main Moscow-Leningrad Railway.

Soviet 
forces quit Novgorod, to the south, and claimed a Finnish thrust 
from the north and German drive past Kingisepp were checked.

BiG POWER CENTER 
ON DNIEPER RIVER 
TAKEN, NAZIS SAY 


Dnieperopetrovsk Official- 
ly Claimed — Germans 
Reported in Luga, 90 
Miles From Leningrad. 


BERLIN, Aug. 26 (AP). — The 
German high command announced 
tonight the capture by armored 
forces of Dnieperopetrovsk, de- 
scribed as the last Russian bridge- 
head on the west bank of the lower 
Dnieper River. 

The Southern Axis army was 


reported to have captured 83,596 
prisoners, 465 guns and 199 ar- 
mored cars in this drive through 
the Western Ukraine since the 
battle of Uman. 

Dnieperopetrovsk, a commercial 
and communications center of 500- 
000 near a great hydro-electric 
dam on the Dnieper, was declared 
to have fallen yesterday. It is 
the eleventh largest city of the 
Soviet Union. (There have been 
reports, never confirmed, that the 
retreating Russians destroyed the 
power dam near Dnieperope- 
trovsk.) 

Capture of Luga Claimed. 

Almost simultaneously an un- 
official report told of the capture 
of Luga, industrial city of 22,000 
in the Leningrad defense ring be- 
tween Lakes Timen and Peipus 
about 90 miles south of Leningrad. 

DNB reported the German air 
force blasted railway stations and 
yards in Leningrad last night and 
that “the glow of numerous fires 
lighted the night sky for hours. 
It said the assault followed a day 
long attack which disrupted traf- 
fic on lines running into the Rus- 
sian Baltic city. 

On the central front, DNB as- 
serted main rail lines were de- 
stroyed and several trains derailed. 

The force reported to have 
taken Luga was one of three Ger- 
man columns driving toward Len- 
ingrad. A second has reached 
Kingisepp, 75 miles southwest of 
its objective, and a third on the 
southeast is striking toward the 
Leningrad-Moscow railway after 
capturing Novgorod, 100 miles 
from the Baltic city.

LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP).—Lord 
Beaverbrook, British Minister of

Asked at a press conference if 
the United States was near to en- 
try into the war, Beaverbrook re- 
plied that such a decision was the 
business of the people of the 
United States.

“I'd like to see them 
in,” he said, lifting his voice. 

Then, repeating this statement, 
he said: 

“Tt’s nobody’s business other 
than citizens of the United States, 
but if I am not to be hypocritical 
I'd like to see them in now.” 

Comments on U. S. Tanks. 

He commented that there was 
no need for tank modernization in 
the United States. “They have 
fine light tanks in the M-3,” he 
said, adding that American tanks 
are arriving in Britain “in consid- 
erable numbers.” 

“I feel no pessimism about in- 
creasing United States produc- 
tion,” he asserted. 

Of American airplanes he said, 
“They are just as fine as any 
product in this country or any 
other country.” 

Beaverbrook said that last week 
was the biggest Britain ever had 
in tank production. He called Brit- 
ain’s gun output good and added 
that production of explosives was 
“entirely pleasing for the moment.” 

Production Not Satisfactory. 

However, he continued, “We now 
are in the unhappy state of having 


more troops than weapons,” and:

Axis Ships Taken Over 
—Reds Deepen Penetra- 
tion in North. 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP).—Indian 
and British troops invading Iran 
controlled three strategic points 
today after brief skirmishes—Ban- 
dar Shahpur, Qasr-I-Shirin and 
Abadan, occupying at the latter 
one of the world’s three largest 
oil refineries. 

Air-borne troops, flying fighters 
such as Germany used in its con- 
quest of Crete, took part in the 
British thrusts. Co-ordinated with 


Russian drives from the north, 
they swiftly throttled Iranian com- 
munications. 

British sources said the lightning 
movements of the air troops were 
believed to have saved the large 
foreign colonies of Iran, including 
numerous Americans and British, 
from possible harm and to have 
prevented sabotage of vital oil 
properties. 

A communique reported that 
four German merchant ships, two 
of them beached and two damaged, 
and three slightly damaged Italian 
vessels were seized at Bandar 
«The crews of these tank- 
reighters apparently were 
caught by surprise. 

Protests Recalled. - 

A spokesman said Iran had ig- 
nored repeated British protests 
that Iran was violating interna- 
tional law in harboring the craft, 
which he declared would be useful 
to the British later. 

He forecast swift capture of the 
trans-Iranian railway. | 

It was emphasized in Simla, 
India, that the British Government 
was conducting the campaign, al- 
though the Indian command, head- 
ed by Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wa- 
vell, is directing land operations. 

Bombers rained leaflets on Tehe- 
ran, Iranian capital, and other 
towns, asserting that the invaders 
had no quarrel with the Iranian 
people and no designs on their in- 
dependence or territory. 

Under naval and air protection, 
the advancing British now hold at 
Bandar Shahpur the southern ter- 
minus of the trans-Iranian \ rail- 
road which leads directly to Tehe- 
ran,.70 miles south of the Caspian 
Sea. 


Seize Pipeline Terminus. 


Indian troops which dashed 
across the Tigris River occupied 
Abadan and its island oil refinery, 
thus gaining possession of the 
southern end of the pipeline from 
the rich oil field at Masjid-I-Sulai- 
man. 

(The Abadan refinery is com- 
parable in size to the oil process- 
ing plant at Port Arthur, Tex.

FIRST OF 50 DESTROYERS

It was 
the first of the former United 
States destroyers to be an- 
nounced as lost. 

The Bath was one of 50 Amer- 
ican destroyers taken over by 
the British in 1940 in exchange 
for base-rights on British ter- 
ritory in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. The destroyers were 
renamed for American and 
British cities bearing the same 
names. 

The Bath was one of 11 ships 
of its class turned over to Brit- 
ain. All were built in 1918, were 
of 1060 tons displacement and 
rated at 35 knots speed.

BERLIN, Aug 26 (AP).—Ger- 
many and Iran are in active con- 
tact over the situation arising 
from the British-Soviet invasion of 
Iran, an authorized spokesman said 
today. 

He declined to disclose the na- 
ture of their negotiations. Reports 
of German offers of support to the 
Iranians were called “mere trial 
balloons.” 

Front peges of the Berlin press 
were filled with news and maps 
of Iran, but Government sources 
were silent on the possibility of 
German aid for the Moslem king- 
dom, , 

rrime Minister Churchill was de- 
scribed by Berlin writers as the 
chief instigator of what was called 
“the latest act of violence by ag- 
gressors.” 

The commentary Dienst Aus 
Deutschland indicated Germany 
would not be an _ uninterested 
spectator. Unquestionably, Dienst 
said, the British-Soviet move was 
regarded as demanding “strongest 
German attention.” 

Deutsche Diplomatisch-Politsche 
Korrespondenz, commentary close 
to the foreign office, said the in- 
vasion of Iran “was the best possi- 
ble demonstration to all nations 
from which side danger, permanent 
threat, extortion and finally op- 
pression can be expected.” 

Since the beginning, the main ob- 
jective of Churchill has been exten 
sion of the war, Korrespondenz as- 
serted. To reach this goal he has 
not hesitated to violate the terri- 
torial sovereignty of other states— 
not even stopping before the sov- 
ereign rights of his former allies, 
the commentary charged.

REPORT OF IRANIAN 


PLEA TO NEUTRALS 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The German radio reported today 
that Iran had called on its neigh- 
bors, Turkey and Afghanistan, to 
assume benevolent neutrality re- 
garding the British-Russian inva- 
sion of Iran, under the terms of 
the Saadabad friendship treaty. 

Quoting a Mondo Arabo agency 
report from Afghanistan, the an- 
nouncer said: 

“This treaty stipulates the benev- 
olent neutrality of the other signa- 
tory Powers in the event that one 
of the parties is the victim of an 
unprovoked aggression by a third 
Power.” 

The treaty was concluded in 1937 
among Iran, Turkey, Iraq and 
Afghanistan. . 

The German radio quoted the 
Iran news agency Pars as announc- 
ing from Teheran that Iranian 
forces were putting up a “stiff re- 
sistance” to both the invading Rus- 
sian and British armies. 


SIGNS THAT TURKS 


DISAPPROVE MOVE 


ISTANBUL, Aug. 26 (AP). — 
The official Turkish radio in a 
broadcast from Ankara today said 
the British-Russian invasion of 
Iran was neither “just nor right,” 
because “Iran wanted only to keep 
neutrality.” It concluded: 

“All Turks feel sorrow for Iran.” 

Many observers expected agme 
German action to follow the Brit- 
ish-Russian move. 

Whether Germany might attempt 
a drive through “Tvrkey from 
Aegean and Black Sea bases or 
seek to reopen the African cam- 
paign as a threat to Egypt and 
Suez was a subject of speculation 
in foreign military circles.

Some Axis observers privately 
scouted the likelihood of an at- 
tempt to reach the British army 
in Iran but foreign observers were 
not so sure. 

Gayda said the “solidarity be- 
tween the two peoples and the two 
armies is destined to have new, 
outstanding expressions and new 
developments.” 


U. S$, MILITARY MISSION 
WILL BE SENT TO CHINA 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has decided to 
send a military mission to China. 
Dr. Hu Shih, the Chinese Ambas- 
sador, disclosed the decision after 
@ call at the White House today. 
Hu Shih said it would be headed 
by Brig. Gen. John Magruder, but 
he was unable to say whether it 
would be a permanent mission or 
how many members it would have. 
He indicated the mission would 
study Chinese needs for American 
military supplies and perhaps also 
strategic problems involved in the 
Chinese-Japanese war. 
The Ambassador said some time 
gal would be needed to organ- 
the mission.

Incidentally, it is reliably report- 
ed that United States Ambassador 
Joseph C. Grew has had several 
unreported talks with Japanese 
Foreign Minister Teijiro Toyada 
recently. 

Koh Ishii, Japanese Cabinet. In- 
formation Bureau spokesman, said 
earlier that Japan would welcome 
negotiations with the United States 
to ease tension in the Far East “if 
we could come to a reasonable 
conclusion.” 

Ishii, who made this statement 
in response to questions at a press 
conference, said, however, he had 
no information that any such nego- 
tiations were under way. 

Asked about the purpose of re- 
cent talks between Japanese Am- 
bassador Kichisaburo Nomura and 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull in 
Washington, he replied: “I am not 
informed.” 

Two newspapers, Hochi and the 
militaristic Kokumin, tied up com- 
ments on Churchill’s speech 
with criticism of Admiral Nomura 
for telling correspondents in Wash- 
ington Saturday that the gap in 
policy between the United States 
and Japan might be bridged. 

Hochi said Japanese might re- 
spect the intentions of Nomura, 
but that they must not lose their 
determination to face the situation. 

Kokumin said the Japanese had 
been more than patient toward 


Britain and the United Statés and 
added: “We should know that the 
present deadlocked relations of 
Japan, Britain and the United 
States cannot be ironed out with 
these interviews.” 

Kokumin pictured Churchill’s ad- 
dress as propaganda to estrange 
Japan from Thailand and cause a 
split in the Axis camp by saying 
that American-Japanese negotia- 
tions were under way. 

(In Shanghai, the Japanese army 
spokesman, Col. Kunio Akiyama, 
said the Japanese were not afraid 
of Churchill’s “threat.” Apparently 
he referred to Churchill's state- 
ment that Britain would support 
the United States if peaceful at- 
tempts to end Japanese military 
expansion failed. . 

(“What we observe with greater 
concern is his ulterior motive— 
that is, to induce the United States 
into war,” Col, Akiyama said. 

(Asked against whom the United 
States was thus urged to war, Col. 
Akiyama replied, “Not necessarily 
against Japan alone.”) 

Commenting on the British-Rus- 
sian invasion of Iran, Ishii said: 
“The peace-loving American na- 
tions must have been shocked by 
this unprovoked act.” Japan, he 
said, was shocked also, 

The Japanese press character- 
ized the British-Russian action as 
aggression, and Nichi Nichi said: 

“The Anglo-Soviet demands re- 
garding the expulsion of Germans 
in Iran amount to high-handed in- 
terference in Iran’s domestic af- 
fairs.” 

Domei said a well-qualified ob- 
server declared Britian and Russia 
had exposed a complete lack of in- 
ternational faith.

Japanese Envoy Calls on Molotov 
at Moscow. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 26 (AP).—Japa- 
nese Ambassador Yoshitsugu Ta- 
tekawa conferred last night at 
the Kremlin with Soviet Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslav Molotov. 
The Ambassador was accompanied 
by Gunao Miyakowa, counselor at 
the Japanese embassy. 

The Soviet news agency, Tass, 
denied a Japanese report that rep- 
resentatives of the Soviet and 
Chungking governments met at 
Chita, Siberia, and discussed in a 
week-long conference problems af- 
fecting Japan. 


NAZIS KEEP KIBITZER OFF AIR 
BY USING THREE ANNOUNCERS 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP). — The 
German radio used three fast- 
talking news announcers in place 
of one last night and kept a mys- 
tery -kibitzer of the air from get- 
ting a word in edgewise. 

Recently the kibitzer, speaking 
on the same wave-length as the 
German domestic programs, has 
assailed the Reich with such state- 
ments as “this is all lies” whenever 
a German announcer paused be- 
tween items. 

In the 9 o’clock news broadcast 
from Germany last night, however, 
London listeners heard three sep- 
arate announcers read so rapidly 
and without intervals between 
times that it was almost impos- 
sible to understand them. Loud, 
martial music drowned out the 
final words of the program. 


VICHY OFFICIALLY DENIES 
GERMANS ARE IN DAKAR 


VICHY, Aug. 26 (AP).—An offi- 
cial French statement, prompted 
by foreign radio charges that the 
Germans are taking over the de- 
fenses of the French African na- 
val base of Dakar, said today 
“there is not a single German in 
all French West Africa, not even 
an armistice commission.” 

This was the first time Vichy 
had found it necessary to issue de- 
nials on this score, although re- 
ports of German ambitions toward 
Dakar have been current for 
months. 

The official memorandum said 
the only time the Germans came 
to Dakar was immediately after 
the armistice, when a Luftwaffe 
plane brought a Reich commis- 
sion to take out Germans interned 
as enemy aliens.

U.S. TO PAY 2-CENT SUBSIDY 
ON COFFEE FROM PUERTO RICO 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced today it would pay a sub- 
sidy of 2 cents a pound on surplus 
Puerto Rican coffee up to 14,000,- 
000 pounds, shipped to the United 
States between now and next June 
30 


The subsidy would be paid to the 
Puerto Rican stabilizing corpora- 
tion on coffee purchased from 
island growers or associations of 
growers. The subsidy would be in 
addition to the price the corpora- 
tion would receive for the coffee 
from Ameriean importers. 

The department said Puerto Rico 
had about 14,000,000 pounds in ex- 
cess of its own needs. 


BRITISH ARMY ESTABLISHES 
NEW EAST AFRICAN COMMAND 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP).—The 
British War Office tonight an- 
nounced creation of a new East 
African command under Lieut. 
Gen. Sir William Platt, formerly in 
command of the Sudan. 

Lieut. Gen. Alan G, Cunningham, 
commander of British East Afri- 
can forces, has been transferred to 
an undesignated command in the 
Middle East. 

The new command, which in- 
cludes all territory south of the 
Sudan and north of Rhodesia, was 
created because of “the virtual ter- 
mination of operations in East Af- 
rica and in order to enable the 
commander-in-chief of the Middle 
Kast (Lieut.

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BEAT OFF NAZIS 
BOMBING CONVOY 


14 Ships Safe—Captains 
Say Single Catalina 
Balked Every Thrust of 
Luftwaffe. 


LISBON, Aug. 26 (AP).—Four- 
teen British merchantmen arrived 
in this neutral port yesterday out 
of a convoy of 20 ships and a tug 
harassed by a four-day running at- 
tack by German planes and U-boats 
off Spain. The rest of the convoy 
and an escorting corvette were 
sunk, 

(The British Admiralty today 
announced the loss ot six merchant 
vessels and one tug, totaling 11,- 
094 tons, from the Gibraltar-bound 
convoy. The German high com- 
mand claimed Sunday that 21 ships 
totaling 122,000 tons and three es- 
corting naval vessels in the convoy 
had been sunk.) 

Six of the surviving sea captains 
told how U-boats sank six of the 
merchantmen, the ocean-going tug 
Empire Oak and the corvette in 
night attacks while a single Ameri- 
can-made Catalina flying boat beat 
off daylight assaults of the luft- 
waffe. 


U-Boats Bag Eight. 
The convoy captains, at a special 
press conference, said the German 
bombers failed to sink a single ship, 
mainly because of the thorough 
work of the Catalina and its crew. 
Submarines hammering at the 
convoy after darkness, however, 
were said to have gotten the tug, 
ti.e escorting gunboat and the mer- 
chantmen Stork, Ciscar, Aguila, 
Alvia, Clonlara and Spind. 
It was not known here how many 
of the survivors were rescued. 
The captains said they were first 
attacked by planes about 400 miles 
miles off the Spanish coast Tues- 
day, Aug. 19. 
“The German planes kept well 
off,” one weather-beaten skipper 
asserted, “because the big Catalina 
flying boat circled right above the 
convoy. When the Germans came 
near the Catalina, although out- 
numbered, dived on them and they 
scattered, dropping their bombs 
in the sea.” 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights 
German submarines attacked from 
both sides of the convoy, sinking 
two ships and the tug, it was said, 
and the following day planes re- 
newed the attack fruitlessly. 

Directed by Planes. 
A British naval officer said Ger- 
man planes probably directed the 
U-boats to the convoy. 
“The only answer for complete 
convoy protection,” he said, “is 
more airplanes to drive off recon- 
naissance planes.” 
Friday and Saturday night, the 
captains said, the submarines at- 
tacked again, getting the four ad- 
ditional merchant ships and the. 
corvette. 
Capt. J. W. Klemp of the 1345- 
ton Petrel said his ship was be- 
tween two others, one laden with 
gasoline, when torpedoes struck 
both in the darkness. 
“One of them, with many of my 
closest friends on it, just went up 
in a flash,” he said, 
“Even my Negro cook and car- 
penter volunteered immediately 
along with the others to lower a 
boat and search for survivors. We 
stayed there five hours, until aft- 
er daylight, and those two boys 
succeeded in picking up 12 men by 
themselves. Another of our boats 
picked up 13 more.” ,

ORDERS GASOLINE 
SHORTAGE INQUIRY 


Commerce Committee 
Hearings to . Begin 
Thursday—Priorities In- 
vestigation Approved. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The Senate Commerce. Committee 
voted unanimously today to under- 
take an immediate investigation of 


gasoline shortages. 

Chairman Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, named a subcommittee 
headed by Senator Maloney (Dem.), 
Connecticut, to conduct an inquiry 
into “the whole situation.” Bailey 
explained that the committee was 
empowered to act without Senate 
authorization. 

Other members of the subcom- 
mittee are Senators Barbour 
(Rep.), New Jersey; Burton (Rep.), 
Ohio, Radcliffe (Dem.), Maryland 
and O’Daniel (Dem.), Texas. 

Maloney said open hearings 
would begin Thursday to inquire 
into shortages which have de- 
veloped in the East. He said the 
mere offering of the gasoline in- 
vestigation proposal had “done 
some good already.” ‘He cited as 
an example the assurance from 
dealers that an adequate supply 
would be available for motorists 
over the Labor day week end. 

The committee also adopted a 
resolution which its sponsor, Ma- 
loney, said would provide for a 


broad, general investigation of the 


oil industry. This, however, called 
for an appropriation and will re- 
quire Senate approval. 

Maloney sponsored another reso- 
lution, also approved unanimously 
by the Commerce Committee, call- 
ing for an inquiry into priorities. 
Maloney said this would cover the 
entire problem of obtaining prompt 
delivery of defense materials. The 
priorities resolution requires Sen- 
ate approval. 

The committee acted a day after 
Senator Walsh (Dem.); Massachu- 
setts, had demanded a thorough 
investigation of gasoline shortages 
in the Eastern area. Walsh termed 
the method of supplying petroleum 
in the .East “a glaring example of 
bureaucratic blundering.” 

Representative Hamilton Fish 
(Rep.), New York, asserted in a 
radio address last night that he 
had reached “the definite conclu- 
sion that the shortage of oil in 
the. Hast is phony and is being 
used as part of a program to cre- 
ate further war hysteria.”

Face Execution If Sabotage Occurs 


Watchmen Made Responsible for Certain 
Sectors in Paris Area—Parliament Pro- 
tests Against Removal From Vichy. 


VICHY, Aug. 26 (AP).—French 
civilian watchmen, conscripted to 
mount guard over railways around 
Paris, will pay with their lives for 
any sabotage in their assigned sec- 
tors, it was ruled today as author- 
ities strove to stem a tide of dis- 
orders. 

A special summary court with 
the power to sentence to death 
Communists and anarchists in the 
occupied zone will begin function- 
ing tomorrow, only four days after 
its creation by decree of the Vichy 
Government. 

The court’s work will dovetail 
with that of German occupation 
authorities, who have announced 
they would take care of the Com- 
munists themselves. It will have 
jurisdiction in the seven occupied 
departments and will enjoy the 
same court-martial status as mili- 
tary and naval tribunals of the un- 
occupied zone, 

The Lyon edition of Paris Soir 
reported tonight that a Parisian 
and his wife arrested on a charge 
of trafficking in forged ration

JURIES'-ONE FREED, 
OTHER CONVICTED 


Farmer’s Failure to Say He 
Had Seen Festus Banker 
Before Is Cited in Ap- 
peal, | 


It became known today that one 
of the members of the jury which 
convicted Norville W. Brickey, for- 
mer president of the Citizens’ Bank 
of Festus, Jefferson County, on a 
banking violation charge in Unit- 
ed States District Court last De- 
cember, had previously served on 
a jury which acquitted him of em- 
bezzlement in Circuit Court at Mex- 
ico, Mo. 

The juror is Lute Diggs, a farm- 
er, of Laddonia, Mo, In his ex- 
amination in United States Dis- 
trict Court he failed to say that 
he had ever seen Brickey before. 

Because of this, it is contended 
by Brickey’s attorneys, in an ap- 
peal filed in his behalf, that 
Brickey did not get a fair and im- 
partial trial and that the case 
should be reversed by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Brickey was convicted in Feder- 
al Court of making false reports 
on. the condition of the Citizens’ 
Bank to the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation. He was sen- 
tenced to two and one-half years 
in prison by Judge John Caskie 
Collet. 

His acquittal at Mexico was on 
a charge of embezzling $256 from 
the Festus School District, of 
which he had also been president. 
In December, 1939, he had been 
convicted at Mexico on a charge 
of obtaining a warrant for $2953 
from the school district under 
false pretenses. He was sentenced 
to two years on that charge and is 
now serving that term in the pen- 
itentiary at Jefferson City. 

In the examination of jurors in 
Federal Court, Diggs informed the 
court that he knew Cullen Coil, 
one of Brickey’s attorneys, but he 
said nothing at all when Judge 
Collet asked the entire jury panel 
if any of them knew Brickey. 

Coil also represented Brickey in 
the trial at Mexico. Diggs said 
he was not closely acquainted with 
Coil, and, in response to a question 
by Judge Collett, said he would be 
able to give the defendant a fair 
trial. An investigation of the case 
has been started by the United 
States Attorney’s office.

SENATE GROUP APPROVES 


SIMPLIFIED 
Would Permit Those Mak- 
ing $3000 or Less 


to Learn Quickly the 
Amount They, Must Pay. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The Senate Finance Committee ap- 
proved today a simplified return 
for income taxpayers who earn 


$3000 or less a year. 

Committee members said the 
new simplified form for small tax- 
payers was similar to one advo- 
cated by Secretary of the Treéas- 
ury Morgenthau and would aid 
both taxpayers and the Treasury 
in putting into effect the record- 
breaking $3,500,000,000 tax bill. 

Under the proposal, the taxpayer 
could go to the post office or some 
other Federal office, inform offi- 
cials about his total income and 
dependents, and learn quickly the 
amount of taxes he must pay. 
Graduated tables giving the 
amount of tax owed for various 
amounts of net income would be 
made widely available. 

Morgenthau told Senators that 
the complicated mathematics in- 
volved in determining taxes for 
the millions of small taxpayers 
might cause disgust unless a sim- 
plified procedure were developed. 

Senators Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, and Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
told reporters that the simplified 
return proposal won unanimous 
support of the Finance Committee. 

Increases Approved. 

‘The committee also approved 
slight increases in the so-called 
norma] tax rate for all smaller 
corporations which Senators said 
also would absorb the present 10 
per cent defense tax. 

These increases would apply to 
all corporations with a net annual 
income of $25,000 or less and com- 
mittee officials said would increase 
estimated revenues of the bill by 
$3,200,000 a year. 

Senators said the new normal 
income-tax rate for corporations 
with a net income of $5000 or less 
would be a flat 15 per cent, com- 
pared with 14.85 per cent under 
present law, which was not changed 
in that respect by the House. The 
14.85 per cent is the aggregate of 
a 13.5 per cent normal rate plus a 
defense tax of one-tenth of 13.5. 

Similar round figures approved 
for other income brackets of small 
corporations were: $5000 to $20,000, 
a new rate of 17 per cent, instead 
of 16.5; $20,000 to $25,000, a new 
rate of 19 per cent, instead of 18.7. 

The committee took no action 
on House provisions imposing a 
new 6 per cent surtax on corpora- 
tions making more than $25,000 
and 5 per cent on those with in- 
come less than that, but informed 
persons said it was likely they 
would win committee approval. 

No Change in Normal Tax. 

The House left the normal tax 
for corporations earning more than 
$25,000 at 24 per cent and there 
were indications the Senate com- 
mittee would do likewise. 

The Senate committee accepted 
the so-called “reversible credits” 
provision, approved by the House, 
for computing corporation taxes. 
This requires corporations to apply 
the excess profits tax before de- 
ducting the normal tax.

Threat to India Alleviated: 

A threat of invasion of .India 
seemed to British observers to 
be removed by the Russian-British 
action. Since Afghanistan forms 
the longest barrier between India 
and Iran it was assumed that Brit- 
ish operations would all be pri- 
marily directed from Iraq. Arid 
Baluchistan only has common fron- 
tiers with India and Iran. 

Details of the operations of the 
air-borne troops, presumably in- 
volving use of both parachutists 
and aerial transports for landing 
of ground troops, were not dis- 
closea. 

“Some fighting at Abadan” was 
authoritatively acknowledged. 

Generally, however, resistance by 
Iranian forces on the second day 
of the simultaneous British-Rus- 
sian drives was very slight, an 
authoritative souree asserted. 

A neutral military observer said 
that unless Iran’s little army of 
190,000 men was to upset all ex- 
pectations, the Allies probably 
would meet only “token resist- 
ance.” 

Supply Route Objective. 

Quick capitulation and establish- 
ment of an all-weather Iranian 
route for transport of war sup- 
plies to Russia were forecast by 
British observers. 

Some quarters expressed belief, 
however, that British forces mov- 
ing in from the west and south- 
west might not meet the Soviet 
troops coming down from the 
north. 

If Iranian opposition crumbled 
and Nazi influences were wiped 
out of the Middle East Moslem 
country, these sources said, no act- 
ual juncture of British and Rus- 
sian forces would be necessary. 

The British Minister at Teheran 
has informed the Government that 
all Britons in the capital are “safe 
and well,” the Foreign Office news 
division said tonight. 

“There was no indicatioa of hos- 
| tile feeling on the part of the in- 
‘habitants,” a communique said. 
'“The rapidity of the operations has, 
'so far, resulted in a minimum loss 
‘of Iranian personnel.” 
| The Middle East air command 
‘at Cairo announced that British 
flyers strafed three planes “on a 
hostile landing ground” in Iran as 
the planes were taking off “to at- 
tack our troops.” 

Russian Penetrations. 

The Russians announced that 
their Cossacks, sweeping down from 
the Caucasus, already were halfway 
to Tabriz, Iran’s second largest 
city, which is about 60 miles south 
of the Soviet frontier. Russian 
forces reported to have penetrated 
25 miles toward Ardebil, on the 
west shore of the Caspian, also 
were said to be continuing their 
advance. Moscow dispatches did 
not mention any resistance. 

It was known the Russians also 
had concentrated troops on. the 
frontier on the eastern side of the 
Caspian, where their first logical 
objective would be Bandar Shah, 
northern terminus of the railroad 
running through Teheran to the 
Persian Gulf. Whether they had 
crossed the border there was un- 
certain. 

(The cities of Bandar Shah and 
Bandar Shahpur are as similar in 
strategic military value as in their 
names. “Bandar” means harbor in 
the Persian tongue. Bandar Shah- 
pur, '.eld by the British, is at the 
end of the Persian Gulf, the south- 
ern terminus of Iran’s single, 600- 
mile rail line.) 

Iranian Premier’s Report. 

Premier Ali Mansur told the Ira- 
nian Parliament yesterday that the 
British had bombed and shelled 
Iranian towns and attacked Iranian 
ships in harbor-—-presumably the 
Persian Gulf port of Bandar 
Ma’shur.

52-YEAR-OLD ERROR

Representatives of the Chemical 
Workers’ Union will make a final 
effort to reach an agreement re- 
garding wages and vacations of 
employes of the smokeless powder 
division of the Western Cartridge 
Co. in a conference with company 
officials tomorrow, Fred Olds, AFL 
organizer, announced today. 

Union members at East Alton 
last night unanimously rejected a 
company offer of wage increases 
ranging from 3 to 18 cents an hour 
for 326 employes, while 269 others 
would continue on present pay 
scales.

New Zealand Will Accept Any U. S. 
Plan of Joint Defense, Premier Says 


Asserts Situation in Far East Is Critical— 
He And Minister Call On 
Secretary Hull. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Prime Minister Peter Fraser of 
New Zealand described the Far 
Eastern situation as “very critical” 
today and declared his country 
would agree to any mutual defense 
arrangement with the United 
States. 

Fraser called on Secretary of 
State Hull, accompanied by Frank 
Langstone, New Zealand Minister 
of Lands, who has been in the 
United States several months ne- 
gotiating on defense supplies. 


The Prime Minister came _ to 
Washington on his way back to 
New Zealand after a four-month 
trip which took him to England. 

He sat with the British War 
Cabinet in London and conferred 
many times with Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill, whom he saw 
after Churchill's recent sea confer- 
ences with President Roosevelt. 

Discussing conditions in the Pa- 
cific with reporters, Fraser said 
New Zealand felt “in danger” from 
Japan, but still hoped “Japan 
will see common sense.”

MORE AIRPORTS 
NEEDED, RETIRING 
MANAGER SAYS 


Ralph W. Page States in 
Report There Is No Room 
for All Branches of In- 

dustry at Lambert Field 


The need for one or more addi- 
tional airports is briefly touched 
on in the annual report of Ralph 
W. Page, whose _ resignation as 
manager of lLambert-St. Louis 
Field becomes effective on Monday. 
Page’s report was made public yes- 
terday, 

“All metropolitan areas are now 
experiencing the difficulty of plac- 
ing all the branches of the avia- 
tion industry on their municipal 
airports,” he* said. “It is impossi- 
ble for all of the aviation agencies 
to be located on one field. Each 
individual agency is an expanding 
industry and now is the time defi- 
nitely to decide how many of these 


should be located on Lambert Field. 
“It is our recommendation that 


@ plan calling for @ series of air- 
ports be made to take care of 
the future rapid advancement in 


this industry.” 

Page reported substantial in- 
creases in the number of airline 
passengers who used the field and 
in the amount of mail and express 
handled. Passengers for the fiscal 
year ending last March 31 totaled 
86,188, compared with 52,097 for 
the previous year. Mail poundage 
increased from 991,712 to 1,072,919, 
while air express and freight in- 
creased from 217,197 pounds to 267,- 
489. Total takeoffs and landings 
at the field went up from 187,360 
to 252,982. 


Page strongly recommended that 
police and fire protection at the 
field be increased and that post- 
office facilities be expanded. 


The field now has one police- 
man, who does not have the power 
to make arrests, Page pointed out. 
With about 5000 workmen  em- 
ployed there now, and with the 
number expected to be doubled 
when the Curtiss-Wright factory is 
completed, the need for a larger 
police force can easily be seen, 
Page said. The traffic problem 
itself is difficult to handle, he 
added. 


Page recommended that a fire 
station under control of the city 
Fire Department be erected on the 
field to give more adequate protec- 
tion. Additional fire-fighting 
equipment has been bought as the 
result of two airline crashes near 
the field, Page said, but a full sta- 
tion is needed. The new equip- 
ment includes additional chem- 
icals, fog nozzles, sheet metal 
shears, gas masks and asbestos 


suits for use in fighting fires 
caused by crashes. 
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Site of Ancient Village Uncovered 


In Mound Near Cahokia State Park 


Remains of Sapling House With Fireplace 
Found by Archeologists Digging 
on East Side. 


A village site of perhaps 500 to 
1200 years ago has been uncovered 
On the sand floor of a mound 10 
feet high and in the shape of a 
flattened circle, about 135 by 180 
feet, about a quarter-mile east and 
a quarter-mile south of Cahokia 
Mound State Park between Hast 
St. Louis and Collinsville. 


Since last June seven WPA 
workers have been trenching the 
mound, under direction of Miss 
Harriet Smith of the Illinois Arch- 
eological Museum, Springfield, and 
Miss Treva Wilson of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, with E. W. Bur- 
roughs of Madison County Histor- 
ical Society in charge of the work- 
ers, 


Trenches have been laid down 
from the northeast and south edges 
to meet near the cénter. The ex- 
perts noted signs that, as in the 
great Cahokia or Monk’s Mound, 
third largest pyramid in the world, 
the black gumbo was carried from 
the surrounding flats and dumped 
over the site in heaps, as of sev- 
eral basket-loads each. 

A “bundle” burial was found 
about three feet below the surface 
in the northeastern trench, before 
the excavators got down to the

Gen. Johnson — 


Court - Martial Case 
Badly Handled, but 
Army Must En- 
force Obedience. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. 


HIS column is unpleasant to 
write and almost sure to be 
misunderstood. Nevertheless, 
since the War Department has an- 
nounced that it is amazed at a 
10-year sentence assessed by a 
court-martial at Fort Bragg on 
Draftee Private Habinyak, for di- 
rect disobedience of the orders of 
an officer, I think it is a duty to 
write it. (Since this was written 
the department has reduced the 
term to three years). 


Aside from treason, the two most 
serious of military offenses in our 
own and all other armies are “sen- 
tinel sleeping on post” and “direct 
disobedience of the orders of a 
commissioned officer.” In shooting 
war, especially in presence of the 
enemy, the possible penalty for 
either is death. 

Aside from all sentimental con- 
siderations, you can’t build an 
army on any primary provisions 
less harsh. No reported War De- 
partment “amazement” can be 
very convincing in view of the 
fact that its educational literature 
and regulatory mandates stress 
this point. The truth is that this 
embarrassment comes at a time 
when the department is justifiably 
under fire for low morale and dis- 
cipline and busily engaged in blam- 
ing everybody but itself. 


On Handling of Case. 


This is not at all to say that I 
approve the handling of the Ha- 
binyak case. In the first place, in- 
experienced officers are the harsh- 
est with enlisted men. In the 
second, inexperienced courts-mar- 
tia] are the most apt to assess ex- 
treme and inconsiderate penalties. 
No one has yet asserted that this 
punishment exceeded the maximum 
laid down in the book for this of- 
fense, except to say that its execu- 
tion at a civilian penitentiary, rath- 
er than a military prison was ille- 
gal—and even that is doubtful.

Russians Say Iran Drive ‘at Last 
Takes Initiative From Hitler’ 


Moscow Confident British-Soviet Campaign 
Will Be Quickly Ended—Viewed as Moral 
Reminder to Turkey.

By A. T. STEELE 
te ueege Dal dierent 
MOSCOW, Aug. 26. 
HE Russians are confident 
T tnat the British-Soviet cam- 
paign in Iran will be quickly 
consummated. 

There is an evident desire by 
both the British and Russian 
camps to avoid the inconvenience 
and embarrassment of a _ iong- 
drawn-out conflict such as the 
British went through in Iraq and 
Syria. 

Up to this writing, the Soviet 
Government has not severed diplo- 
matic relations with Iran. I had 
no trouble today visiting and in- 
terviewing Iranian Ambassador 
Mohamed Saed—the stubby, genial 
and popular diplomat who ironical- 
ly enjoys the prestige of being 
the dean of Moscow's diplomatic 
corps. Saed was summoned to 
the Kremlin yesterday morning to 
hear from. Foreign Commissar 
Viacheslav M. Molotov in explana- 
tion of the British-Russian move. 

The Russian people got the first 
intimation of their Government’s 
action in a radio broadcast at 10 
o’clock. The announcement came 
with surprising suddenness, but 
unquestionably it was well received 
by the Soviet public as an un- 
avoidable move which gave an- 
other and thoroughly convincing 
demonstration of British-Soviet 
solidarity in this anti-Fascist war. 

One comment I heard was typ- 
ical: “At last we are taking the 
initiative away from Hitler and 
his gang.” 

Moscow’s eight-page communique 
points out that the object of the 
joint action is to suppress German- 
inspired diversionist activities in 
Iran, aimed at threatening the 
stability of the Caucasus and the 
Turkoman republic, Soviet areas 
adjacent to the Iranian frontier. 

The extent of German intrigue 
in Iran can only be conjectured 
but that it existed no independent 
observer doubts. Especially dis- 
turbing to the British and Rus- 
sians were reports—apparently re- 
liable—that the Nazis were expend- 
ing large sums to buy off certain 
key men in the communications 
section of the Iranian Government. 
This touched close to a matter of 
vital concern to the Soviet, British 
and American governments. 

As Iran is one of three practical 
routes of entry into Russia, obvi- 
ously it was vitally important to 


all three governments that this |

THE PERSIAN INVASION. 


Russian and British forces have crossed the bor- 
ders of Persia. According to the cables, they have 
met with some -fesistance. This must be slight. 
Teheran is not Persepolis and the Reza Shah Pah- 
levi is not Darius. If there is a real battle, it will 
be put up by those German “tourists” in the country. 

They are the very best excuse for the Allied 
action, and proof that it came none too soon. Rus- 
sia made repeated protests against increasing Nazi 
activities. Since these went unheeded, Moscow was 
forced, as Molotov explained, to act. This does not 
even involve a technical violation of Persian neu- 
trality since a treaty, signed in 1921, grants Rus- 
sia the right to send troops into the country “in the 
interests of self-defense.”

—Editor’s note) arouse my sympathy. I 
could help them make a point. 

I'd have them tell Churchill that if | 
he believed in Point Four of the Roose- 
velt-Churchill declaration, there prob- 
ably would be no war, and he still has 
time to prevent war with Japan by act- 
ing in accordance with it. Point Four 
is the Appeasement Point, “ . access, 
on equal terms, to the trade and to the 
raw materials of the world which are 
needed for their economic prosperity.” 

Didn’t the London Economic Confer- 
ence break down because No. 4 demand- 
ed too much of Britain and the United 
States? Quoting Sumner Welles, “ 
impossible, tragically enough, for the 
Governments that met in London in 
1933 to agree upon international meas- 
ures that would serve satisfactorily the 
pressing needs of all, but the United 
States during the succeeding years as- 
sumed the leadership in trying to make 
effective the purpose which the 1933 con- 
ference had been summoned to achieve.”

It has not been for the world’s good that the hu- 
mane rules of eighteenth century international law 
have fallen out of use, but even the most starry- 
eyed cannot demand a unilateral respect for them. 

Hitler is waging a total war, which leaves no place 
for such niceties. Britain and Russia, perforce, 
are fighting fire with fire. Through victory they 
can restore a rule of law among the nations, but if 
they are over-punctilious for it now, they only 
shackle themselves and better the Nazi chances for 
utterly. destroying the ideal. Secretary Hull has 
taken the stand that Allied aggression is less evil 
than Nazi aggression. 

A British invasion of the Low Countries was not in 
conformity with the Whitehall mind. But suppose 
that all-important move in the West had not been 
left for Hitler, might not France have been saved? 
The fighting of French against French in Syria in- 
dicates a resolution in Downing street that the ad- 
vantages of position and initiative are not going to 
be freely handed to the Nazis again. 

Russia’s seizure of half of Poland, of the Baltic 
States and a part of Finland indicated that it did 
not intend to be caught at a disadvantage. 

Now the policy of both nations coalesces in Persia. 
There’s justification enough for it in the fact that 
it is necessary for the defeat of Hitler.

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WHAT COMES OUT OF THE RADIO. 

For a thousand years and more, men have made 
a labor of love out of the polishing of the English 
language. They have made it strong and emphatic, 
clear and useful and, above all, beautiful. There is 
no other language like it. 

French is subtle, witty. Italian is soft, sensuous, 
limpid. German is exact, coarse as homespun, vig- 
orous and virile. Gaelic, especially when a Bantry 
Bay man is talking, is as musical as a fugue played 
on an old organ. There's just enough of a burr in 
it to give it some starch. It is fine Irish linen as 
compared with Italian silk. But English is all of 
these and more. There is just no matching its flex- 
ibility, its elegance, its rhythm. 

But we are full of foreboding about its future. 
We fear that the radio chain news commentators 
may—simply because everybody hears them every 
day—have a tremendous effect on our speech. And 
it is the spoken word, rather than its written sym- 
bol, which is all-important. 

This radio influence seems to be altogether bad. 
It is hard to eall to mind one of the clairvoyants 
who speaks naturally. All of them have adopted 
“styles.” The best of these—and they are few in 
number—are the imitations of the President. But 
they are artificial and fall far short of their goal. 


those people on Mars pick up our broadcasts, they 
probably have formed the impression that we speak, 


is staccato—snap, snap, snap. 

There is not the least respect for continuity and 
natural inflection. All pauses are harsh and arbi- 
trary, as though there were no periods, commas, 
colons, semicolons or question marks. The only 
punctuation mark these men know is the exclama- 
tion point—and they scatter it through their speech 
as you would sprinkle salt into a vapid soup. 

Their speech, with all its false resonances, is a 
pain almost beyond enduring. Cannot somebody— 
for our nerves’ sake, at least—convince them that 
the English language is not a sound effect?

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HOW TRUCK LAWS SABOTAGE DEFENSE. 

The 48 states’ haphazard system of truck regula 
tion not only hampers interstate trade in normal 
times, but it is proving to be an increasingly serious 
obstruction to the national defense program. Many 
instances have been cited of how excessively low load 
limits and other restrictions have held up ship-| 
ments needed for military purposes. 

The bottleneck in this region is Kentucky, and a 
list of defense sabotage committed in the name of its 
truck laws was presented recently in an address by 
A. H. Martin Jr., National Director of the Marketing 
Laws Survey. We cite a few examples: i 

Four trucks carrying electric welders from De- 


troit to a powder plant project at Millington, 
Tenn., were held 22 hours at Ghent, Ky. Mean- 
while, work on the plant had to stop. 

Trucks hauling supplies to Fort Knox and 
nearby CCC camps have been stopped and their 
drivers arrested. They are held until fines are 
paid. Drivers unable to post $100 bond are 
locked up. 

Two trucks with defense materials from Ohio 
were stopped at the Kentucky border and held 
for two days. 

Truck operators told the ICC that the Ken- 
tucky law reduces their loads and increases cost 
per ton mile from 45 to 50 per cent; it increases 
traffic hazards, since two or three trucks are need- 
ed to haul a load normal for one truck elge- 
where; it causes delays in reloading trucks at 
the border.

Kentucky’s Legislature does not meet until next 
year, and an effort is being made to modify this 
barrier by means of special orders for dense ship- 
ments. A great deal of red tape is involved, however, 
and the plan is only partly effective.

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A GOOD ROOSEVELT APPOINTMENT. 

President Roosevelt’s choice of Francis Biddle to 
be Attorney General is first rate. More than that, it 
is a decided relief to have this important post go to 
a man whose very nomination is reassuring, since 
some of the names prominently mentioned were 
highly disturbing. 

In succeeding Robert H. Jackson, now Supreme 
Court Justice, Mr. Biddle takes a varied and quali- 
fying experience to his ranking Cabinet seat. As a 
young Harvard Law School graduate he was law 
clerk to Justice Holmes, which should have given 
any lawyer a running start in social usefulness in 
his profession. He practiced in Philadelphia for 20 
years. He was chairman of the first National Labor 
Relations Board. He was counsel for the congres- 
sional committee which investigated the TVA. He 
was a Judge of the Federal Circuit of Appeals for 
the Third Circuit—Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware. For a year and a half he has been an able 
Solicitor General. 

But. Mr. Biddle takes something equally as im- 
portant as experience and ability to the chief legal 
office of the country. He takes a deeply ingrained 
belief in the spirit as well as the letter of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

What is Mr. Biddle’s conception of the work of the 
great Federal department which he is to head? Here 
is what he wrote about it in an article on aliens for 
the Survey Graphic, last summer: 


The Department of Justice is dedicated to its 
name—to the task of justice. It is here to see 
that the rights of free speech, free worship, free 
assembly are not violated. It is here to ap- 
prehend those who would undermine our na- 
tional life and security and destroy those rights. 
It is a safeguard of democracy. 


In the long line of Attorneys General from Ed- 
mund Randolph—an ancestor, it is interesting to 
note, of the new nominee, whom Washington ap- 
pointed in 1789—no one has better summed up the 
work and responsibility of the Department. Those 
hours with Oliver Wendell Holmes, great champion 
of human rights, was not lost on Francis Biddle.

Young of Ohio, who protested the severity of the 
original punishment to Secretary Stimson, says the 
reduced sentence is “still excessive.” It is. How can 
the War Department possibly stand on a three-year 
sentence for Conscript Habinyak’s offense when sen- 
tences of from 12 to 24 months were considered suf- 
ficient punishment for the two Ensigns who 
swooped their plane at a group of Alabama field 
workers and cut the head from a Mother of four 
children?

And those who make this estimate 
keep their fingers crossed.

But we are reminded of 
an old mule auctioneer who used to insist that “the 
Government always pays gdouble.” When it was de- 
cided to increase the plant capacity by 100 per cent, 
costs went up 200 per cent. 

Investigation by a House committee has not made 
public anything to indicate -hat the increase is not 
justified. But this committee did point out that 
the cost-plus contracts, under which this and similar 
plants are being built, are open to abuse. 

Stories about unwise contracts and lack of plan- 
ning are becoming more and more common. Was 
it wise, for example, to build this ammunition plant 
within the city? Its hazardous work is going to be 
done by thousands of persons, specially trained but 
Further, it is going 
to be necessary to haul every single case of shells 
across the city to a powder storage farm on a 2350- 
acre tract west of Valley Park. Would it not have 
been wiser, in the first place, to build the plant out 
in the county? 

The needs of the defense program, of course, are 
s0 urgent that nothing can be done about this now. 
But the Government must profit by its experience. 
There must be better planning for future projects. 

So far as costs are concerned, there must be legis- 
lation to control them. But Congress has taken a 
vacation from the consideration of that!

Eight large rubber companies made an 
average profit increase of 218 per cent dur- 
ing 1940 and more is expected this year. 
Wonderfully enough, the top income tax in 
Malaya (and income tax has been in ex- 
istence only since January) is 8 per cent 
on all incomes of $20,000 a year and over. 
Of course, agriculture is hit, but agriculture 
is not really big business anyhow in Malaya. 
The president of the biggest local tin- 
mining company, protesting against the 
new taxes, pointed out that they would not 
have boom business indefinitely. And there- 
fore they should not be taxed. They should 
be able to save money to tide them over the 
inevitable slump that would follow the war. 
The insignificant income taxes surprise 


Americans, who see their own taxes climb- | 
ing tremendously high, so as to pay for | 


defense and a two-ocean navy. It is odd 

to reflect that the ships which would be 

used to protect Malaya are certainly not 

going to be paid for by anyone in Malaya.

As for the booming business in rubber 
and tin, the greatest buyer of both is Amer- 
ica. In the last war, the price of rubber 
was jacked up to $1 a pound. Americans 


do not own any Malayan tin mines and 


only one rubber plantation is American 
property. Another heavy buyer is Japan, 
which buys 6 per cent of Malayan rubber 
(as contrasted with the 54 per cent which 
America buys and the 13 per cent which 
England buys). Japan buys 10 per cent of 
the Malayan tin ore, whereas the United 
States buys 69 per cent of it, and Great 
Britain buys less than 1 per cent. 

As for iron ore, 1,935,314 tons of it were 
produced last year, and all of it except 
about 1000 tons was shipped to Japan. Jap- 
anese interests own and operate all the 
iron-ore mines in Malaya.

It comes down to this: Japan, in attack- 
ing Malaya, would be making a war to get 
the raw materials she already buys in un- 
diminished quantity. Since rubber and tin 


are vital to America, we would be fighting |

The record-breaking 1941 season 
at Municipal Opera ran true to 
form last night at the opening of 


the final production, “Balalaika.” 
Some 10,800 persons came out to 
see the American stage premiere 
of the London musical success and 
the first-night mark of 10,500 set 
by “The Desert’ Song,” only two 
weeks ago, toppled into the dust. 

Since June, the record for a 
week’s attendance has been ‘*brok- 
en by two shows, the record for 
a single performance broken in 
three instances and now the open- 
ing night figure twice. 
phenomenon which probably is 
bound up in the increased pros- 
perity and the particular temper 
of the times, for the record shows, 
“Irene,” “The Firefly,” “The Desert 
Song” and “Balalaika,” each with 
many distinctions, have had few in 
common. 

This week’s production, of 
course, has the advantage of hav- 
ing been on the screen and, with 
Nelson Eddy in the lead then, hada 
popular singing star as well. But 
the thousands of persons who came 
to see it last night could hardly 
have been under the delusion Ed- 
dy would be present. in person. 

“Balalaika,” even for those who 
did not see the movie, is the kind 
of show one might expect from its 
title. The Russia it describes is 
the one which passed from history 
in the Soviet revolution of 1917—a 
Russia of great palaces and many 
princes, of, tall Cossack: bold in 
love and battle, of the Imperial 
Ballet and lovely ballerinas, of 
wild-eyed professors who toss 
bombs and a little Czar who dodges 
them. And its royalty and ro- 
mance both find haven in the spa- 
cious Parisian Montmartre. 

Th music has a continental fla- 
vor and is therefore welcome to 
ears that want an escape from fa- 
miliar melody. On the other hand, 
some of the musical pleasures of 
the show are bound up in familiar 
things—the singing of the tradi- 
tional Russian hymn, “Come This 
Holy Night of Christmas” or “Si- 
lent Night.” The choruses have a 
large share in the show. 

. * - 

Since its heroine is a ballet 
dancer, “Balalaika” also provides 
a lengthy ballet sequence in which 
Vivien Fay, after many a whirl, 
gets perhaps the most applause 
of the evening. 

Covering the distance from Paris 
to Petrograd, from ballet rehearsal 
room to the trenches on the Aus- 
trian front, back again to Petro- 
grad and to Paris, “Balalaika” also 
involves much scene shifting and 
Watson Barratt’s conceptions of 
the stage of a Russian theater, 
the palace of Prince Karagin and 
the Balalaika cabaret in Paris are 
dazzling, although the task of 
scene shifting is only slightly less 
formidable than that of clearing 
the riverfront. 

“Balalaika” has its dramatic mo- 
ments but the scenic interruptions 
keep them from being as affecting 
as they might be. Nancy McCord, 
to whom ballet costumes are not al- 
ways suitable, and Arthur Kent, 
not quite as tall as a good Cos- 
sack should be, give valiant serv- 
ice in the romantic roles of ball- 
erina and soldier, nevertheless. 

Of interest as character types 
are Joseph Macaulay and Fred- 
eric Persson, representing, respec- 
tively, the new order and the old 
and each playing his part to the 
hilt. Helen Raymond does a stun- 
ning job as a drunken and ill- 
mannered American dowager in 
Paris, although the characteriza- 
tions as written in manifestly un- 
fair to the average American 
tourist. 

Familiar Municipal Opera play- 
ers are to be seen as members of 
the ballet corps and army, in comic 
and character roles. For its mo- 
ment of revolution, the production 
also has 25 extra players and is 
appropriately startling.

“However, the freedom from 
managerial cares, agising from 
competition in sales and advertis- 
ing policies, etc., leave me free

“I believe the civil servant man- 
agers have a definite break as far 
as the morale of the workers is 
concerned. They know they are 
not working for the private gain 
of individual stockholders, but 
wholly for the community and are 
willing to make greater sacrifices 
than they would otherwise. 

“This attitude on the part of 
Government workers is illogical be- 
cause actually no British muni- 
tions works is making profits, but 
the Government workers don’t be- 
lieve it. They believe the books of 
individually-owned concerns are 
fixed; that somehow, somewhere, 
someone gets something oyt of it. 

“In public plants they know they 
are thé only persons who profit. 
As far as wages and hours are 
concerned both sorts of production 
are equal and wages are fixed by 
district rates arrived at by collec- 
tive bargaining. Hours are fixed 
the same way. 

“All factories have a shop stew- 
ard and work committees through 
which trade unions have function- 
ing representatives among the 
workers, who select a small com- 
mittee to represent them in all 
disputes with the management.”

reasonable decision.

NE highly successful manager 

said: “I will listen to any griev- 
ance and demand, even if it is 
preposterous. Often what seems 
to be preposterous is due to in- 
articulateness or misunderstand- 
ing. In my factory no foreman 
speaks harshly to a worker or 
laughs at him. The humiliation of 
people is one of the cruelties that 
invariably brings revenge. 

“We find we have reasonable 
work committees if all workers 
are handled as equal human be- 
ings, and tough ones if we offer 
blind or haughty opposition.”

TEWARDS and work commit- 
tees have no responsibility for 
planning or production. The re- 
sponsibility rests wholly with the 
management. But the stewards 
and work committees are respon- 
sible for labor relations and com- 

plaints and their settlement.

“Second, too many departments 
deal with finance, the supply of 
labor, etc. with inadequate co- 
ordination and too much paper 
work, 

“Third, there is not enough free- 
dom of action, provided you fol- 
low all regulations to a T. I don’t, 
and I don’t think many managers 
do. But this is wartime and the 
authorities are lenient if you de- 
liver the goods without work stop- 
page. 

“The advantages are: First, a 
small salary under the present sys- 
tem of taxation is less of a loss 
than it seems, and the social status 
of a civil servant is higher in 
England than that of a private in- 
dustrial leader.

ST. LOUISAN’S PLAY 
UPENS IN WASHINGTON 


Frederick Hazlitt Brennan’s 
‘The Wookey’ Has Sound 
Track of London Bombing, :

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. — As 
vehicle of a passionate evangel for 


total aid to Britain, Frederick 
Hazlitt Brennan, former member 
of the Post-Dispatch news staff, 
has written a salty, original and 
exciting play bearing the strange 
title of “The Wookey.” This opus, 
probably first of the species, had 
its premiere last night at the Na- 
tional Theater and was greeted 
with laughter and tears by a 
crowded house. 

After two reverses on Broadway, 
Brennan retired for five years’ in- 
tensive study of dramatic tech- 
nique. In this reviewer’s opinion, 
he has emerged with a bold and 
cunning hand for the science of 
the stage. 

By way of Wagnerian leitmotif, 
he introduced authentic reproduc- 
tion, by sound truck, of the satanic 
din of London air raids. The mer- 
ciless pelting of these nerve-rack- 
ing clangors, no doubt calculated 
as an all-out blitz on American 
sympanthies, sent the audience 
huddling into its seats. 

Baltimore, Then New York. 

After a week in Washington, the 
play will go to Baltimore for an- 
other week and then to New York. 
Predictions are nowhere more haz- 
ardous than in the theater, but 
“The Wookey” possesses elements 
which, on logical grounds, should 
insure its fortunes, despite the 
danger of a charge of British prop- 
aganda. The first is a character 
drawn solidly in three dimensions 
—that of ’Orace Wookey, cockney 
tugboat master of London’s East 
End dock area. Second is a per- 
formance of stellar distinction in 
this role by Edmund Gwenn, vet- 
eran of Shaw, Galsworthy and Bar- 
rie casts, and lately of Hollywood. 
Finally, there is a tremendous 
third-act curtain, almost guaran- 
teed in its own right to make the 
success of any play that might 
have preceded it. 

The producer, Edgar Selwyn, has 
spared no pains or expense on the 
Stage dress rumored to have cost 
$70,000. He has recruited a cast 
nearly 100 per cent exemplary. 
Next to Gwenn, the most notable 
were George Sturgeon, a veritable 
find as a child actor, and Heather 
Angel, who performs the difficult 
task of carrying off a highly emo- 
tional role without a touch of 
strain or excess. The gifted direc- 
tor is Robert B. Sinclair. The set- 
tings are from no less imaginative 
a studio than that of Jo Mielziner, 
The best of his designs, a terrific 
scene of havoc with fire, search- 
light beams and the uproar of 
bombers for background, stopped 
the show with applause on its own 
account. 

Tribute to Common People. 
The play is first a poignant trib- 
ute to the humble and unpreten- 
tious valor of London’s common 
people, as exemplified by the di- 
verse Wookey household, Second- 
ly, it drives home a lesson for non- 
interventionists by depicting the 
violent conversion of two of them 
in London, One is ’Orace Wookey, 
a hero of the World War and yet 
a critic of English politicians and 
brass hats as bitter and stubborn 
as Winston Churchill himself. The 
other is his Irish first mate, Rory 
McSwiggin, effectively played by 
Horace McNally. It is Rory, by 
the way, who gives the work its 
title. As he would name the chief- 


tain of an Irish clan “The 


Rayon crepe Dress, match- 
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- 


O’Shaughnessy” so, for him, the 
adored tugboat captain: is “The 
Wookey.” 


The play opens on the afternoon 


of the day before England’s en- 
trance into the war. The second 
act’s atmosphere is that of the 


retreat from * Dunkerque,

that of the third is the German 
air attack on Britain of Septem- 
ber, 1940. The plot is crammed 
with incidents, and the tragedy is

Osborn says he has no idea why 
Roosevelt named him to fill the 
post previously filled by Brig.

They tell, for example, how he 
made his first $500,000 selling the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton Railroad 
to Henry Ford.

He had 
one locomotive so old f seldom 
worked. Ford was angry because 
the single railroad serving his 
Dearborn (Mich.) automobile plant 
had increased freight rates. Os- 
born did not know Ford, personal- 
ly, but he went to see Ford. 

“J,” he said, “have a right-of-way 
you could use to contact two other 
railroads shipping east and west 
on regular rates. Otherwise, it is 
about the damndest thing you 
ever saw. Want to buy it?” 

Ford grabbed the chance to whip 
his shipping problem, Osborn got 
his price and went to New York 
to become a partner of wealthy 
G. M. P. Murphy & Co., investment 
bankers, 

Osborn’s wealthy Bar Harbor 
(Me.) neighbors sometimes cannot 
understand him and his family. 
They bought a small farm across 
the bay mear Ellsworth for a sum- 
mer home, and they do their own 
housework. They like it that way. 
His two sons are almost as tall as 
he, and his wife and four daugh- 
ters range above six feet. Their 
permanent home is at Garrison, N. 
Y., not far from the Roosevelt 
Hyde Park estate. 

Osborn plans to visit all posts, 
talk to the men and see if any- 
thing really is wrong.. They will 
know him by his easy approach, 
soft voice and friendly manner 
that neutralizes his fierce, piercing 
gaze. 

Osborn is co-author of “Dyna- 
mics of Population” and has writ- 
ten many other books and articles. 
He became interested in eugenics 
when at Princeton and as a co- 
worker with his celebrated uncle, 
the late Henry Fairchild “Osborn, 
president of the (New York) Amer- 
ican Museum of ‘Natural History 
and an eminent biologist.

There have been several Soviet 
fighters over the city and it 
seemed significant to me that the 
Germans have not dared to, fly 
here during the daylight hours 
since their earliest raids. The So- 
viet fighter plane looks very much 
like the British Hurricane. Its 
low, tapered wing is a little short- 
er, but it flies behind a_ liquid- 
cooled motor and its clean lines are 
very similar to those of the British 
ship.

The safety 
and success of everything depends 
on unquestioning obedience of de- 
liberate orders, evén if they mean 
death. All soldiers must feel that 
to the marrow of their bones. Obe- 
dience must be second nature. 
Early in the World War some sol- 


diers in Gexns mtitinied and killed 
some civilians. They were hanged 
by court-martial sentence almost 
immediately. That time the War 
Department was not merely 
“amazed,” it was in a panic. But 
almost unanimously the national 
press applauded the result. 

The Habinyak sentence requires 
some discreet shifting of impulsive 
and inexperienced commanders but 
no impression should be given that 
well-instructed men can wilfully 
disobey direct orders and escape 
with a slap on the wrist. War and

ERTAIN allergic people are 
C sensitive to foods which have 

appeared in their diets prac- 
tically throughout life. These peo- 
ple may have hives, asthma, skin 
eruptions, abdominal cramps, indi- 
gestion or diarrhea and not real- 
ize that foods with which they 
have long been familiar are the 
cause. 

The responsible foods can be 
detected by making a diary and 
selecting different foods on dif- 
ferent days and noting which diets 
cause the symptoms. A series of 
diets s by Dr. L. P. Gay, 
of St. Louis, has proved success- 
ful in doing this. 

Wheat, milk, eggs, white po- 
tato, pork, tomatoes, citrus fruit 
and pineapple are found to be the 
to 
most people: These foods have 
therefore been taken out of the 
diet. and substitutions made for 
them. When the most toxic foods 
Lave been identified by experi- 
mental tests, a corrected menu can 
be worked out for each individual. 


"The diets for five days are as fol- 


lows: 
First Day. 

Breakfast: Sauerkraut juice or 
apricots or papya juice. Hominy 
grits with butter, or corn meal 
mush with honey or maple syrup, 
or corned beef hash, or liver. Tea 
or coffee. 

Lunch: Beef, or mushrooms, or 
liver. Corn pone, corn, asparagus, 
carrots, cauliflower, lettuce, string 
beans, mustard greens, radishes, 
pumpkin, sweet fotato.

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Important Woman in an Important Job 


Holds Responsible Post as Chief of State ‘Department's 


Mrs. Ruth B. Shipley 


By Virginia Irwin 
A Staff Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25. 
N_ publicity-loving Washington, 


where practically everybody and 


everything has a press agent, 
Ruth B. Shipley, chief of the Pass- 
port Division of the State Depart- 


ment, is a strange person. An im- | 


portant woman in a vitally impor- 
tant job, she shuns the limelight 
and it takes almost an act of Con- 
gress to get her to talk for publica- 
tion. She sees no need for talking 


up Ruth Shipley’s stock, requires . 


no personal praise and gets all the 
satisfaction she needs out of know- 
ing that her job is well done. 


Right ngw this job has brought 
extra and added responsibility to 
Mrs. Shipley. It is she who must 
decide which Americans shall be 
allowed to go abroad in these days 
of a world at war. Technically 
she’s subordinate to Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull, but actually 
she wields unquestioned authority 
over all passport negotiations. 


Many a_ disgruntled passport 
seeker, unwilling to take “no” from 
the woman passport chief, has 
taken his case to “the boss,” but 
inevitably the whole matter lands 
right back on Mrs. Shipley’s desk. 


“But please,” asked Mrs. Shipley 
as this correspondent had morning 
coffee with her in her pleasant 
office overlooking the White 
House, “understand that my de 
cisions are not made imperiously, 
arbitrarily. I am in constant touch 
with people who know what is go- 
ing on in various parts of the 
world. It is upon the judgment 
of these authorities that my de- 
cisions are made as to whether 
it is wise to let a person journey 
to this or that part of the globe.” 


A calm, level headed, efficient 
woman, Mrs. Shipley says that the 
changing world keeps her “jump- 
ing around, but never in a spin.” 
She has the faculty of occupying 
herself with one problem at a time 
to the exclusion of all others and 
no amount of piled-up work can 
ruffle her pleasant, even dispo- 
sition. 


While this correspondent talked 
to her, the telephone rang con- 
stantly. A business executive 
wanted permission to go to India; 
a Catholic Monsignor has a mis- 
sionary problem in Burma; an Ak- 
ron (O.) man was insisting on tak- 
ing his wife with him to Calcutta; 
there was a long-distance call from 
a Chinese college group in New 
York; and another from a Senator 
who was trying to get an American 
out of Moscow. 


Mrs. Shipley’s job of deciding 
just who shall be allowed to go 
where is indeed no easy one. The 
regulations now require proof of 
“imperative necessity” for travel 
in danger zones and it is her re- 
sponsibility to determine just what 
“necessity” is “imperative” and 
what is not. 
broadcasters, news photographers, 
Government officials and those 
engaged in humanitarian work or 
traveling in the interests of “Fed- 
eral need” have little trouble ob- 
taining their passports, but no 
amount of official pressure will 
get you a passport if Mrs. Shipley 
thinks your trip is anything less 
than “imperative necessity.” She’ll 
tell you that both you and the 
United States would be better off

if you stayed at home—and there 
you'll stay. 

For our individual and collec- 
tive safety, the chief of the Pass- 
port Division rules where you may 
journey, on what boats, by what 
routes, how long you may stay—if 
you may go atall. If you’re not in- 
terested in keeping yourself as far 
as possible out of range of guns 
and bombs, Mrs. Shipley is. And 
unless you’re in the approved cate- 
gory, you may as well not try for 
a passport for belligerent coun- 
tries or the combat zone. 

Although all this may make 
Mrs. Shipley sound like something 
of a martinet, she is actually a 
soft-hearted, gentle and very fem- 
inine person. She has worked her 
way up from a $1200-a-year clerk- 
ship to the $6500 job as the first 
woman to head a major division 
in the State Department, 

Born the daughter of a Metho- 
dist minister, she married before 
the first World War and went to 
live in the Canal Zone. Her hus- 
band’s ill health brought the fam- 
ily back to the United States and 
Mrs. Shipley to a job in 1914 as 
clerk in the State Department. 
There she worked under the fab- 
ulous A. A. Adee, who held office 
for nearly half a century and was 
then Assistant Secretary of State. 
Nothing escaped Mrs. Shipley; she 
worked in and absorbed all the

out mishap. He runs when 

he should walk; he _ climbs 
when he ought to keep both feet 
on the ground: he cuts himself 
with sharp tools; he breaks his 
bones, chops his teeth, gets a burn, 
falls ill. Not all in one day, God 
be thanked, but all in a lifetime. 
His mother, a calm soul with a 
steady hand, has to stand by with 
the witch hazel and ice as long as 
she can, as well as she can. 


It is not good td anticipate trou- 
ble; nevertheless every sane moth- 
er is prepared for it. The medicine 
closet, stoutly locked, key in 
mother’s keeping, is stocked with 
bandages, iodine, boric acid, witch 
hazel, bicarbonate of soda, spirits 
of ammonia, smelling salts, ad- 
hesive plaster, clean linen rags, 
white vaseline, a pair of scissors, 
forceps and a package of new 
sewing needles. Other articles are 
added as mother’s experience with 
her flock dictates. On a shelf close 
at hand are ice caps, hot water 
bottles, enema bags and a rubber 
sheet. With this equipment a 
mother’s mind will be calmer, 
more secure, in time of emer- 
gency. 

Most of the mishaps children 
have are not serious. They will 
outlive them and be wiser for the 
experience. Once burned twice 
shy is practical teaching. Do what 
is necessary to be done and keep 
control of yourself and the situa- 
tion and the child will mend 
faster. A mother’s fear conveys 
itself to the already frightened 
child and increases his distress. 
Her calm courage, her~ sureness, 
convey themselves to the child 
and calm him, so that he lessens 
his own suffering and hastens his 
healing. 

Always call the doctor if the 
mishap is at all likely to be seri- 
ous. If a child cracks his head 
and is sleepy, call the physician. 
and be sure to tell him clearly 
what the conditions are. Physi- 
cians attend to emergencies 
promptly when they know they 


N: healthy child grows up with- 


are emergencies. .“Jim bumped 
his head,” means one thing to him, 
“Jim bumped his head and he 
seems sleepy and _ dull since,” 
means another. Be definite when 
making reports to the physician. 
He is busy and must attend to the 
neediest first. 

Summertime offers more op- 
portunities for these happenings 
so it is the time for overhauling 
the medicine cabinet and the first- 
aid kit. It is also the time to 
take steps to prevent possible ac- 
cidents. Don’t set the stage for 
them, but clear it of possibilities. 
Keep the medicine closet locked. 
Keep sharp knives in their places, 
out of reach and sight. Remove 
poison ivy from the immediate 
premises. Keep small children 
out of the kitchen while pots of 
scalding water or fat are in serv- 
ice. Keep matches in safe places. 
Clear rubbish from the dark cor- 
ners. Keep stairs free of clutter 
-—-the steps must not be used ag 
storage shelves. Try to . know 
where the children are and about 
what they are doing. 

Having done your best to pre- 
vent trouble, having provided for 
the usual emergencies settle down 
to the routine of the day and for- 
get the possibilities. They may 
never occur and if they don’t, so 
much the better. You have a feel- 
ing of security that enables you 
to control the emergency should 
it come, in your careful provisions 
for prevention and first aid. It is 
most encouraging to know that 
children insist upon living, upon 
growing up, in spite of their mis- 
haps.

During the 27 years she has 
now served in the State Depart- 
ment, Mrs. Shipley has become an 
expert on problems concerning cit- 
izenship. She is also something 
of an expert detective and when it 
comes to tracing down passport 
frauds and forgeries, she’s a regu- 
lar lady Pinkerton. Her task does 
not end with the apprehension of 


the criminal; she must prepare the 
case for prosecution and _ she 
doesn’t leave that entirely to law- 
yers, either. 

“I took a couple of years of law 
in night school,” she says, “and 
international law I’ve learned by 
absorption.” 

In 1930, Mrs. Shipley was a 
United States delegate to the Con- 
ference on Codification of Inter- 
national Law at The Hague. Be- 
fore that she helped draw up the 
regulations for the first restric- 
tive immigration act.

She leads a 
perfectly normal home life and her 
home in Chevvy Chase, surround- 
ed by beautiful old trees, is her 
real hobby.

Shipley’s office, with its old pol- 
ished mahogany furniture, its fire- 
place and its silver coffee service 
which its owner utilizes every 
morning promptly at 10:30 for her- 
self and whatever callers might 
be in her office at the time. 


Never a militant feminist or cru- 
sader, Mrs. Shipley always signs 
herself “R. B. Shipley.”

Right now the Passport Division 
is issuing around 250 passports a 
day. ‘There is an increasing flow 
of travel to Latin America, and a 
big jump in Western Hemisphere 
passports is due to the thousands 
of workmen, contractors and engi- 
neers sent to get newly § leased 
British-owned bases at Newfound- 
land, Antiqua, Trinidad and Ber- 
muda ready for action. These pass- 
ports are not issued quickly; any- 
one going to base areas must have 
a thorough clearance on his name 
before he gets one of the new, 
nice bright green passports, mot- 
tled with the pattern of the United 
States seal, 


Probably the most powerful 
woman in the Government except 
Frances Perkins, Mrs. Shipley has 
earned the complete confidence of 
the State Department and is gen- 
uinely popular at the Capitol. She 
is respected as an extremely capa- 
ble executive and as a good busi- 
ness woman. Her division makes 
money. In 1939, when travel had 
decreased, the division took in $1,- 
148,105 in fees. Its expenses were 
only $284,000. Last year, further 
decrease in travel and the need for 
increased clerical help, allowed no 
such profit. But there was no 
deficit and in Washington it is 
still said that “the Passport Divi- 
sion pays for the running of the 
whole State Department.”

Word for It

Although the articles A and THE 
are among the most important 
words in English, not many of us 
have been taught to pronounce 
them correctly. Nor are we quite 
sure how the third article AN 
should be used. 

The rules are very simple: 

A is used before words begin- 
ning with a consonant sound, as: a 
man, a child, a hospital, a union 
(union begins with the sound of 
the consonant “y,” as: YOON- 
yun). The indefinite article A 
should not rhyme with bay, day 
say. It should have the obscure or 
neutral “uh” sound. 


« The article AN is used before 


words beginning with a vowel 
sound, as: an oven, an appetite, an 
honor (as the “h” of honor is 
silent, the words begin with a 
vowel sound, as: AH-ner). 

THE has two pronunciations. 
Before a word beginning with a 
vowel sound, THE rhymes with 
bee, fee, knee, thus: thee evening, 
thee enemy, thee address. When 
THE is used before a word begin- 
ning’ with a consonant sound, it 


has the obscure or neutral “th” 
sound, as: thuh man, thuh foun- 
tain, thuh book.

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Pre-emptive — 
Bid by South 
Gains Victory

HERE can be no doubt but 

that a pre-emptive bid, properly 

calculated, throws insuperable 
obstacles in the path of the op- 
ponents. The fact that the mes- 
sages they can convey, one to the 
other, have been cut down from 
a possible six or eight to a meager 
one or two, operates as though 
the telegraph companies arbitrari- 
ly set the limit of a message to 
about three words. 

Consider the surprising result of 
South’s pre-emptive bid in the fol- 
lowing hand:

East did not pass to West’s 
double without a great deal of 
thought and consideration. He 
realized fully that his side prob- 
ably was being “fixed” by the open- 
ing bid; that he and partner could 
very likely make at least a game 
and, possibly, a slam, if they could 
get into the right suit. The trouble 
was that East did not know what 
suit to bid. His impulse was to 
answer with spades, on the suppo- 
sition that partner’s double of oné 
major invited a response in the 
other major. But, despite the top 
strength of East’s spade suit, it 
was only four cards long, hence 
East could not afford to jump’ in 
a spade response nor, if he were 
to choose diamonds, could he afford 
to bid more than five diamonds. 
Since, in either case, West would 
have to read these responses as 
forced and never would be able to 
credit East with such honor trick 
strength as he actually held, it 
appeared that a slam, however 
cold, could not be reached. This 
conclusion, coupled with the dan- 
ger of responding with a suit that 
might not “hit” West’s hand, caused 
East to decide in favor of a pen- 
alty pass. If West’s double was 
sound, East reasoned, a 500-point 
penalty might easily develop. Un- 
fortunately for East-West, matters 
did not work out that way. 

West selected the spade 10 as the 
opening lead. Dummy covered and 
the queen won. At this point Hast 
could have taken his two other 
spade tricks and these, with one 
diamond and one club, would have 
accounted for a two-trick defeat. 
But East, for reasons best known 
to himself, shifted to a low club, 
which threw the defense quite out 
of kilter. West won with the king 
and, thinking that East had had 
some reason for the club shift, laid 
down the ace. Declarer ruffed 
with an honor and led a low heart 
to dummy’s nine, then discarded 
his two losing spades on the queén 
and jack of clubs. The singleton 
diamond then was led. West won 
with the queen and returned a 
trump, but dummy still had one 
trump left with which-to ruff de- 
clarer’s second diamond and, thus, 
the contract was made. 

Considering that East-West were 
absolutely cold for seven diamonds, 
the pre-emptive bid gave North- 
South a notable victory.

How It Started |

“Kith and Kin.” 
“He that had neyther been kith 
nor kin 
Might have seen a full fayre sight.” 
Thomas Percy’s Guy of Gisborne. 


Kith and kin—it is a phrase that 
enjoys literary usage mostly, which 
is a pity; by which we mean, it is 
earthy enough to be common, even 
colloquial currency. 

They are two of our oldest words, 
as it happens of Anglo-Saxon stock, 
which may be all the more reason 
why they should be, though 
strangely they are not, the heritage 
of the masses. 

Stemming from the Anglo-Saxon 
word for “known,” kith originally 
embraced the sense of “nati 
land”; so that imtrinsically, it se 
nified a compatriot, acquaintance 
or friend. 

Kin, rooted in the Anglo-Saxon 
word for kind or race, is akin to 
“cennan,” to beget, thus naturally 
connoting relationship or consan- 
guinity. 

Hence kith and kin, good Old 
English for kindred more or less 
remote, and first rate modern Eng- 
lish for friends and relatives,
